Dear Sir. 

I have made arrangements with the United States Express Co. to call for the coins the 
afternoon following the closing of the Fair. That expense will be paid out of the regular 
appropriation for the Mint Exhibit. 

I had a long talk with Mr. Stocks in regard to Heim & Elvige. The result of which was 
that he will recommend that Heim be detailed out here so as to arrive on the 29th or 30th of 
October. He said he wanted to help me and you also as much as possible, but that as that expense 
will also come out of the regular appropriation he did not see his way clear to have the two men 
out here as early as you suggested. The (23rd) as they could do nothing until the first. And he 
further thought that with my help, Heim could do the work and not necessitate another man 
which is true as you know however as I succeeded in getting Heim I saw it would not do to push 
matter farther. 

Both Mr. Stocks & Mr. Ewing have always spoken in the kindest manner of you and 
appeared anxious to do for you as much as possible and if Mr. E. had had your papers sooner 
than he did you would have had your draft sooner. The delay was caused more by Mr. Stocks 
known propensity to put off “manana” as the Mexicans say, and not from any desire on the part 
of either Stocks or Ewing to prevent you getting the money. 

Both gentlemen have treated me splendidly since I have been here. Not interfering in the 
slightest way with my running of the exhibit. I am as independent as can be and if anything is 
necessary I buy it and turn in the bill as cash. Mr. Ewing has never questioned a single purchase 
or even asked where it is or what it is for. He says Mr. Beekley you know all about this and I 
don’t. What ever you think is necessary will satisfy me and I want to ask no questions and 
frequently in speaking of you both he & Stocks have spoken in the kindest way. 

Of course I do not think it was right not to let you know the full particulars of all our 
arrangements and do not know why they did not. As I thought you were cognizant with all facts 
and particulars until Ollie told me differently. I thought so from your letters to me. 
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I have never been told the conditions of Mr. Ewing’s contract, but as straws show which 
way the wind blows. I was not long in forming conclusions which I think are not far from being 
correct. This makes too long a rigmarole to write all and when I see you. I can talk much more 
easily than now write but you can feel sure that both Stocks & Ewing hold you in high & kindly 
regard.
